ABOUT WHITEWASH 


Whitewash is a preservative; 
it is 


not as good as paint in some ways, 
and it may be better than 
in 


certain other ways. 
Lime used for 


whitewash- is 'a good disinfectant and 
it serves to destroy the fungus growth 
which may he setting up on the outer 
surface of lumber or timber and in 
this fungus growth which 'makes what 
we call decay. 
Whitewash falls short 


of paint, however, In that Jt will not 
stay on as long nor fill the pores of 
the wood 
with oil 


keep out moisture. 


which serves to 
Whitewash is a 


good thing, for rough, outside timber 
and fencing and It is certainly a pre- 
servative. 


CARE OF VARNISH BRUSHES 
Much of thc 
tjstffulncss of a var- 


nish brush depends upon the treat- 
ment it receives when purchased. The 
stock of the new brush should bo 
run 
through 
the 
fingers 
until 
the 


loose hairs and 
dirt are. completely 


worked 
out nnd 
it should next 
bo 


placed in clean linseed oil and wiped 
out over the edge of the cup. The 
brush will then be fit for use in put- 
ting on the under coats of varnish, 
and after a week or two of this work 
it will do to use in applying the fin- 
ishing coats of varnish. 


A'brush should always he suspended 


when not En use, and never allowed 
'o lest upon Its point, for if this Is 
done 
if. 
will 
lose 
both 
form 
and 


elasticity. 


Varnish brushes should be kept in 


a clean receptacle with ;i cover fitted 
tight enough to keep out all 
forms 


of dirt. 
If you happen to drop your 


varnish brush on the floor while using 
it, pick It up carefully, and holding 
it at an angle, flood thc dirt^ off by 
pouring on a small quant it}' of tur- 
pentine. 
To clean a varnish brush, 


wash it In oil first, and next in tur- 
pentine. 
Then by R week's use with 


undercoats. It will bo restored to its 
original cleanliness. 


But (he brushes which are,not used 


so often, or'have any chance of'be- 
coming dirty, yon must treat 
differ- 


ently. 
The rinsing in turpentine will 


merely loosen thc dirt which will be 
forced 
up 
In 
(o the 
body. 
These 


brushes can better lie kept in a fin- 
ishing; varnish which should be fre- 
quently changed. 


Every precaution should he taken 


lest dust collect on the brushes, and 
they should .never be. left lying around 
for any length of time when not in 
use. 
If a cloth is tised to clean the 


handles, it 
will 
distribute 
lint, 
and 


this work should be.done with a sliff, 
partly worn brush.-

ABOUT WHITEWASH 


Whitewash fs a preservative; it is 


not as good as paint in sonic ways, 
and it may be better than paint in 
certain other ways. 
Lime used for 


whitewash is a good disinfectant and 
it serves to destroy the fungus growth 
which may be setting up on the outer 
.surface of lumber or timber and in 
this fungus growth..which inakes what 
we call decay. 
Whitewash falls short 


of paint, however, in that it will not 
stay on as long nor fill the pores of 
the wood with oil which serves to 
keep out moisture. 
Whitewash is a 


good thing for rough, outside timber 
and fencing and it is certainly a pre- 
servative. 


VARNISHING FLOORS 


Properly clean, scrape 'and dust tho 


ioor surface insisting upon same at- 
tention as is given to hardwoorl. Ap- 
>ly one coat of good quality lloor 
tarnish, slightly cut with turpentine, 
allowing It to set forty-eight 
hours. 


When 
thoroughly 
dry, 
sandpaper 


lightly with O paper nnd remove dust; 
apply second coat of the same good 
floor varnish, full strength; this En 
turn to stand until dry and hard; 
sandpaper 
lightly and clean floor as 


before. 
Apply a third coat of var- 


nish, full strength, and either leave 
in gloss, or rub to a dull finish as 
owner may direct. 


brush will then be fit for use in put 
ting on the under coats of vnrnish 
and after a week or two oJ^this work 
it will do tonise in applying the fin 
Ishtng- coats of varnish. 


A brush should always he suspender 


when not In use, and never nltov.'e* 
to jest upon Us point, for if tin's is 
done 
It 
wilt 
lose both 
form 
ami 


elasticity. 


Varnish brushes should be kept in 


a clean receptacle with a cover fitter 
tight enough to Keep out all forms 
of dirt. If you happen to drop "youi 
varnish brush on the floor while using" 
it, pick it up carefully, nnd holding 
it at an angle, flood the dirt off by 
pouring on a small quantity of tur- 
pentine. 
To clean a varnish brush, 


wash it in oil first, and next In tur- 
pentine. 
Then by a week's use with 


undercoats, it will be restored to its 
original cleanliness. 


"!3ut the brushes which arc not used 


so often, or have any chance of be- 
coming dirty, you must treat differ- 
ently. 
The rinsing- In turpentine will 


merely loosen tho dirt which will be 
forced up In to the body. 
These 


brushes can better be kept'in a fin- 
ishing: varnish which should bo fre- 
quently changed. 


Every precaution should be taken 


lest dust collect on the briishes, and 
they should never be left lying around 
for any length of time when . not In 
use. 
If ,1 cloth Js used to clean the 


handtes. ft will distribute lint, nnd 
this work should be done with a stiff 
partly worn brush.—Pratt & Lamhcrt 
Varnish Talks.

tity of potash should be used as of 
bone meal. 


The potash may be sown fieparatcly

The same is true of wood ashes 
if these arc used Instead ' of 
potash. 


AH applications should be made before 
the ground freezes permanently for the 
winter as otherwi.se tho fertilizer may 
he largely washed from tlio soil beforo 
it has a chance to become incorporated 
with it.

Furthermore, the 


project should be supported by every Lowell representative in house and 
senate, irrespective of pnr'y differences. 


When Mr. Marchand fathers this bill, be will not find it difficult to 


gc-t local indorsement. The board of trade is in fsvor of such a project, 
and alt whoso opinion is worth anything declare that the construction 
of a new road through Indian Orchard is the only satisfactory continua- 
tion of the Lam-encc road to Lowell. 
Under any circumstances First 


street is not an adequate approach to the city from that direction, but 
when considered as the connecting link between Lowell and the splendid 
new thoroughfare, one cannot but dissent. 
So far as Lowell is con- 


cerned the effect of the new highway is spoiled because o£ the unsatis- 
factory entrance. 


It is not from motives of beauty alone that so many Lowell people 


have agitated the construction of a new road along the river, but from 
interest in public safety. 
Even at present there is cousiderable traffic 


between the sister cities—the popular rouie being that along the beautiful 
river bank. The steep inclines of First street, its curves, its narrowness, 
and other undesirable features render it not only unsatisfactory hut highly 
dangerous. 
With the more general use of (he river road, traffic will 


naturally increase and it is difficult to see how accidents can long be 
averted. A slight propensity to joy-riding over the steeps o£ First street 
might easily precipitate an auto and its occupants over the steep embank- 
ments that abound in this direction.

There is every probability, too, that some day in the near future, 


Lowell may annex a part o£ Dracut by mutual consent. 
When that 


'happens, it is mosfc essential that the city connect with its new territory 
'by up-to-date roads, and this cannot bo until Lowell, aided by the state, 
avoids the heights of Centralville and runs a modern stretch of desirable 
road along the river bank to Indian Orchard. Such a new link in the fine 
'chain of communication between New Hampshire and the sea via (he 


5Jferrimack valley would increase travel between (he two cities and it 
'would hasten property development along the river; would push property 
'valuation higher and thus increase the revenues of the city. But, above 
all, it would give Lowell an approach worthy of the city—something it 
needs very much at the present time, not only on First street but on 
Rogers and Gorham streets. The two latter, however, will bo'atieiule'd In

this fungus growth which.makes what 
we call decay. Whitewash falls short 
of paint, however, . I n ' t h a t it will not 
stay on as long nor fill "the pores of 
the wood .with oil which serves to 
keep out moisture. 
Whitewash is a 


good thing for rough, outside timber 
and fencing and it is certainly a pre- 
servative.. 


• VARNISHING FLOORS 


Properly clean, scrape and dust the 


fioor surface Insisting- upon same at- 
tention as is given to hardwood. Ap- 
ply one coat of good quality 
floor 


varnlshj slightly cut with turpentine, 
allowing it lo set forty-eight hours.

dry, 
sandpaper 


lightly with O paper and remove dust; 
apply second coat of the same good 
fioor varnish, full strength; this In 
turn to stand until dry and hard; 
sandpaper lightly and clean floor ns 
before.

In gloss, or rub to a dull finish as 
owner may .direct.

when not In use, and never allowei 
to jest upon Its point, for if this i:

Varnish brushes should be kept Ii 


a clean receptacle with a cover fillec 
tight enough to keep out all form 
of dirt. 
If you happen to drop you 


varnish brush on the floor while using" 
it, pick It lip carefully, and holding 
It nt an angle, flood the dirt off by 
pouring on a small quantity of tur 
pentlno. 
To clean a varnish brtish 


wash It in oil first, and next in tur 
pentlne. 
Then by a week's use wit! 


undercoats, it will be restored to its 
original cleanliness. 


But the brushes which are not used 


so often, or have any chance of bo 
coming dirty, you must treat differ 
ently. 
The rinsing in turpentine wil 


merely loosen the dirt which will tai 
forced 
up In to the 
body.

brushes can better he kept in a fin 
Ishitig varnish which should be fre 
<iuently changed. 


Every precaution
